In a recent interview the "Great Gretsky" stated that Bil ly 
would get his. Poor little Superstar still has a little growing 
up to do. 

From Hockey to Politics; the Conservative convention is one 
more day away : My observations on the candidates in order of 
their departure. 

#1 FRAZER: Why is this guy running? He may get 2 votes. 

#2 GAMBLE: The major candidates are all hoping that once he 
gets knocked out (1st round) that he won't endorse them. "While 
there is a percentage of the people who would like to express 
their right wing thoughts: it won't happen here. 

#3 CROMBIE, David: He should also fall in the first ballot and does not fit the role of Kingmaker. If Mike 
Wilson wasn't in this race then Crombie would have lasted until the 2nd round and perhaps had an influence 
on the final ballot. Although David Crombie is a known figure in Southern Ontario, it basically stops there. 
His "Middle-of-the-road" attitude is shared by Clark so he could endorse Joe hoping for a senior cabinet 
role . 

#4 Peter PUCK: This guy reminds me of a broker on the Vancouver Exchange. Not knowing that the big league 
is in Bay St. Outside of a child- supers tar and some financially shakey companies, he doesn't appeal. He may 
get some of the youth vote in the first but should be gone in the second. I don't believe that his 
followers will follow himso there should be some undecided candidates waiting for the final speeches. 

#5 Michael WILSON: This is the candidate that I would vote for. His refuasal to meet with King Peter should 
have won him some support. In the more recent polls he was the 2nd choice of over 14% of the delegates. If_ 
Michael Wilson can give some emotionally charged speeches he will become a factor. More probably he will 
decide the fate of either Crosbie or Mul roney and wind up with a senior cabinet position. 

#6 Joe Clark: I believe that the majority of the candidates 'feel sympathy' for Joe. He had a short lived 
government, no unity in the caucas...but he should take total blame for that. Even though Joe leads the 
polls I cannot see him picking up any major support. He doesn't score well as a second choice candidate. 
Almost any candidate could beat Uncle Pierre at the ballot box but could Joe beat John Turner? No doubt tohe 
question is being asked by Mulroney supporters, Joe should lead on the first and second ballots but I 
believe that in the final ballott Anti-Clark will beat Pro-Clark forces. 

,#7 Brian MULRONEY: The 2nd choice at the moment but unless he makes major deals or 'captures' the candidates 
with his eloquence I can't see him as the leader. His emphasis on being bilingual shouldn't count for very 
much outside of Quebec. The real politics of the convention should happen when he and Crosbie sit down and 
try to stop Joe. 

j& John CROSBIE: My second choice and apparantly the 2nd choice of a good percentage of the candidates. If 
the Tories do want a change this should be their man. His not speaking French shouldn't hurt him outside of 
Quebec. Crosbie is a good speaker and during the convention will swing many of the "fre" and undecided votes 
(Hopefully he won't use his newly-aquired French too much) He may take 4 ballots but Crosbie will win. He'll 
have to make some concessions to Mulroney and hopefully he can get Wilson to stand beside him. If so you oe 
looking at Canada's next Prime Minister. In the boardroom let the code replace the beaver, but in the
